Department Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, secure and healthy
communities.

PREVIOUS ACTION
On December 11, 2012, the Board awarded Bid No. 2831-13 for Remediation Water Testing,
Review and Reporting to Alpha Analytical, Ioc., in an estimated annual amount of $170,000.00,
and authorized the Purchasing and Contacts Manager to execute a one (l) year agreement with
two (2) year renewal options, at the discretion of the County.
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BACKGROUI\D
This bid has similar testing parameters as the previous bid (ITB2831-13), but the value of the
award is estimated to drop sligfofly due to decreases in the number and tlpes of samples expected
to be collected during the initial year of the contract period. It is also anticipated tnat ttre number
of samples collected may increase yeady by approximately 12.5%.

The Community Senrices Departnent's Central Truckee Meadows Re,mediation District
(CTMRD) program was created in 1995 (by state statute and county ordinance) to address
groundwater contamination from PCE, provide liability protection for property owners in the
affected.area (i.e. within the CTMRD contaminant boundary), and avoid a zuperfund tisting by
the United States Environme,ntal Protection Agency (EPA). The objectives of-ongoing CTI!&D
program are to preve'lr! protect and mitigate PCE contamination of the groundwater resource in
the cenhal Truckee Meadows.

Outside laboratory anatytical senrices are required to zupport a nuurber of the CTMRD program
activities including the Grormdwater Monitoring Plan (GMP), Sewer Monitoring p.ogu-
(SN[P), and Potential Source Area @SA) invetigations. These activities (along with these
laboratory analytical senrices) are firndamental components of the CTMRD p.ogru- and are
necessary to meet specified objectives documented in the CTMRD program Rernediation
Manageme'lrt Plan @MP) as ap,proved by the Nevada Division of Environmental Protection
(NDEP) and the Board in 2003.

The Invitation to Bid was duly advertised in the newspaper and through the senrices of
www.De,mandStar.com- rsulting in the receipt of tbree (3) bids. Sealed bids were opened in the
Furchasing Office at2;15 p.m., Wdnesday, Decerrber 30, 2OlS.

The three bid responses were evaluated and ranked by Chris Benedic! CTMRD program
Manager and Brian Bass, CTMRD Se,lrior Hydrogeologist/Engineer, based on the criteria listed in
the Invitation to Bid. Alpha Analytical's bid was deterrrined to be the lowes! responsible,
responsive bid despite higher sample testing @sts, and ranked as the best and most responsive
because of their demonstrated ability to meet all of the County's testing, data review and data
reporting needs. The bid received from Silver State Analytical Laboratories was determined to
be non-responsive for failure to respond completely to more than 75 percent of the bid zubmittal
requirerne,lrts. The bid from WETLAB did not demonstrate current capability and experience
with Soil Gas Absorbent Tube Analysis as required in the bid.

FISCAL IMPACT CONT'D
The base value of this award would be for 1,52A samples for the first conhacted year with fulI
data quality documentation reporting on 10% of those samples; fuIl-year costs for the first year
are expected not to exceed $150,000. Additionally, a 25% contingency is requested to
accommodate a projected 12.5o/o annual increase in the number of samples over each of the next
two years.

Revenues in zupport of this effort are provided from Re,rnediation Fees imposed on land parcels
receiving water directly or indirectly from water purveyors with groundwater wells in the PCE-
affected area and imposed by ordinance on the respective general ta:r bills for those parcels.
